Amount Get Senate 
Criticism Yesterday 


Vandenberg, George in 


Opposition to State 


Department Plan 


Washington, Jan. 10—(AP)— 


Both the $6,800,000,000 total for 
the first 15 months of the Marshall 
plan and the way the state de- 
partment wants to run it came 
under powerful criticism in the 
senate today. 


Chairman Vander-.berg (R-Mich) 


of the foreign relations committee 
complained that the administration 
has failed to suggest a business- 
like operating system "in which 
the American people have confi 
dence". 


Without that, he declared, "you 


are sunk without a trace". 


Senator George (D-Ga), ranking 


Democrat on the committee and 
its former chairman, objected to 
any "all or nothing" stand by the 
State department on the request 
for funds to get the program 
under way. 


He said that if congress should 


decide to cut the initial appropri- 
ation to an even $6,000,000,000, for 
instance, "I don't think it would 
matter". 


To Hear Harriman 


The two senators made their 


feelings known late yesterday dur- 
ing testimony in favor of the ad- 
ministration plan 
by Lewis W. 


Douglas, ambassador to England. 
Douglas was recalled for further 
questioning today (9 a. m. CST) 
with Secretary of Commerce Har- 
riman scheduled as next witness. 


Vandenberg's comment yester- 


day came while Douglas was ex- 
plaining how the 
big program 


would be entrusted to a few spe- 
cial agency operating under "di- 
rection and control" yf the State 
department. 


Vandenberg remarked that many

grants in aid since the war has 
been pretty sterile of results". 


He said the Marshall plan needs 


a "new element of business oper- 
ation" which is "lacking in the bill 
you submitted".

Discuss Marshall's Stand 


He said Secretary of State Mar- 


shall had left the impression that 
he was putting the program on a 
basis of "take the whole of this 
program or none".

ment" to make to congress, George 
continued. He said that Douglas 
had attempted to follow the same 
line. 


George said he 
agreed 
with 


Douglas that Marshall probably 
did not mean his testimony that 
way, but insisted it was so inter- 
preted by newspapers. 


What Marshall said was this: 


"Either undertake to meet the re- 
quirements of the problem or don't 
undertake it at all". He also told 
the committee that $6,800,000,000 
was not a bargaining estimate, 
but a minimum figure. 


Vandenberg 
suggested — and 


Douglas agreed—that the draft of 
the bill sent up by the State de- 
partment was not intended to be 
in final shape but merely a "work 
sheet".

more forcefully than ever before 
into political discussions along 
with two other top ranking war- 
time military leaders.

Passengers Taken 


Off Russian Ship 


Tokyo, Jan. 10—(AP)—Pas- 


sengers of the stricken Russian 
ship Dvina are being transferred 
to a Soviet destroyer and an escort 
vessel in the waters of northeast 
Japan, the U. S. Navy reported 
today. 


The Navy said there was no 


indication how many of the Dvina's 
reported "80 passengers had been 
rescued. 
The reports, radioed to 


the Navy from Japanese vessels at 
the scene, said the passengers were 
being transferred to the Soviet 
ships via small boats. 


The reports did not identify the 


passengers by nationality, or say 
whether women and children were 
among them. 


The Japanese vessels — among 


eight which were standing by the 
Dvina 150 miles east 
of 
the 


southern tip of Hokkaido—report- 
ed calm Sfas. 
The 
Dvina 
had 


been lashed by 50-foot waves since 
her first distress calls Wednesday 
night. 


Earlier today, a Soviet rescue ves- 


sel succeeded in putting a pump 
aboard the leaking- and floundering 
vessel. A spokesman for the Rus- 
sian mission in Japan said this had 
gretly improved the prospects of 
towing the Dvina to port.

the former policeman upon discov- 
ery of the body. He had been ar- 
rested Dec. 5 on an embezzlement 
charge and at that time queried 
about the tavern owner'* disap- 
pearance. 


The body of Andrew Sorenson, 


Xfl, was found by a trapper, Albert 
Larson, of Kishwaukee Glen in 
Winnebago county. Larson found 
the body floating a short distance 
from ahore as he inspected his trap 


Andrew Sorenson. Jr., the dead 


man's son, identified the body, 
which Coroner David Klont said 
had been in the water approxi- 
mately a month. 


Sheriff Emil Heideman and As- 


sistant State's Attorney John Bey- 
non immediately began reques- 
tioning John Provancher, former 
Rockford police detective, who has 
been held ever since Dec. 5 on a 
charge of embezzling $1,000 from 
a liquor concern which employed 
him. 


Police Chief Folke Bengston of 


Rockford said that Provancher was 
questioned about Sorenson's dis- 
appearance last month, after po- 
lice found what they said were 
human bloodstains and hairs in 
UM mat •( PnwwclMr'i ear. 


Three Bank Holdup 
Men Captured; 2

New Orleans, Jan. 10—(AP) — 


Three of the bandits who staged 
the biggest bank robbery in years 
were captured before the sun had 
set yesterday, but two others — 
described as "the brains of the 
outfit"—remained at large today 
with almost half of the $114,000 
loot. 


Police

Walters said $65,000 was recov- 
ered after arrest of the 
three, 


leaving $49.000 in the hands of 
the two "brains." 


In view of

clever handling of the robbery and 
in light of the daring arrogance 
of the missing bandits, officers 
said the pair might have climbed 
aboard an interurban bus, lugging 
in a suitcase their share of ihe 
haul.

sippi as well as in Louisiana. 


Meantime officers 
of

sippi and Alabama set up a mo- 
torized dragnet along the Gulf 
coast, patrolling the area in search 
of a black sedan which may have 
been used as the getaway car. 


Conspicuous Kink 


One conspicuous kink was ap- 


parent, however, in plans to cap- 
ture the fleeing robbers: no one 
seemed certain what either of 
them wore, or what they look 
like. 


Employes of the Mid-City Hi- 


bernia National Bank who were 
on the scene at the time of the 
holdup were told by the gunmen 
"If you look at me I'll put a bul- 
let in you." 


This obviously discouraged any 


close study of the men by the 
employes and after the robbery 
despite the fact none of the five 
men wore masks, their identity 
remained a puzzle. 


Detective Chief Joseph Scheur- 


ing identified the men in jail as 
George W. Ricketta. 23, of Chal- 
mette, La., his nephew, 21-year- 
old Tommie Ricketts, of New Or- 
leans, and John Hassenback, 23 
also of New Orleans. 


Scheuring said a suitcase pack- 


ed with $35,000 was found in the 
house where the Ricketts were ar- 
rested and that $30,000 was found 
in a paper ba.g in Hassenback's 
room. Police said the latter had 
hidden the bag in a hole in the 
floor, then had pushed a heavy 
stove over the hole to conceal 
the small fortune in currency.

This is the age of confusion. 
But that does not mean it need

No one can minimize the prob- 


lems that now confront the na- 
tions, ranging from the terrible 
specter 
of 
unleashed 
atomic 


energy down to such temporary 
difficulties as shortages of materi- 
als. The very extent and number 
of these problems have added 
to the confusion. They have, as 
the old French proverb says, made 
"it hard to see the forest because 
of the trees. They have obscured 
the fact that there is really only 
tjne basic problem, and that all 
the rest hinge upon it in one way 
or another. 


That problem 
is 
easily 
put: 


Sooner or later, the peoples of the 
world, including the United States. 
will have to make a complete and 
final choice between the chimera 
of "security" and the reality of 
freedom. 


There is a danger in using such 


words as "freedom" and "liberty" 
these days. Dictators and tyrants 
have attempted to pervert them 
out of any semblance to their true 
meanings. 
Hitler, after all, es- 


tablished his slave state and fought 
his disastrous war for world en- 
slavement with 
"freedom" and 


"liberty as his 
rallying 
call. 


Even so, the real free man can 
be described. He is free to ex- 
press his opinion, whether or not 
It is in agreement with 
the 


majority or with the government 
in power. He is free to worship 
as he pleases. He is free to print 
what he thinks in a newspaper, or 
elsewhere, subject 
to 
the 
old- 


established laws of libel and pub- 
lic decency. He is free to work 
or not to work, and to change jobs 
of his own volition without dicta- 
tion from employer, labor leader, 
or politician. 
He is free to run 


for public office on any platform 
he devises, or to vote for the 
candidate of his choice. 
He is 


free to engage in business under 
a competitive system which penal- 
izes and favors none. He is free 
to determine his own destiny, and 
he is not the tool of the state or 
any other interest. 
• * * 


These are not. separate, unre- 


lated entities. Every last one of 
them is dependent on the other. 
When one freedom IB lost, all the 
rest are endangered. No dictator- 


ship has ever been established all 
at once. A right 
is 
abrogated 


here, another there; the *Ute 
seize* business, then takes over the 
labor unions; 
new 
"interpreta- 


tions" are placed on the rights 01 
free speech and assembly—so it 
goes, step after step, until the job 
of despotism i* completed. 


Dictators trade on fear—fear of 


want, fear of hunger, fear of cold, 
all the natural, 
material 
fears. 


They promise a maximum of ma- 
terial "security" to the tragically 
confused people they entice. And 
this poses another question: Can 
a people, in return for the sur- 
render of their freedoms, obtain 
more goods, a higher standard of 
living, a greater measure of pro- 
tection from adversity? 


The question answers itself. The 


greatest material advancement in 
the history of the world has been 
in the nation where there ha* been 
the greatest amount of freedom 
for 
the 
individual—the 
United 


States. It is not accident that the 
pay of 
the 
average 
American 


worker, measured in terms of 
purchasing power, is ten or a 
dozen times that of the average 
Russian worker. 
A still better 


comparison is found with present- 
day England, the country to which 
we are bound the closest by the 
ties of a common language, in- 
heritance and tradition. Socialism 
—which can be the vanguard of 
dictatorship — has 
aggravated 


every English economic problem. 
It has produced less goods for 
export, not more goods for export; 
ess coal, not more coal; less agri- 
cultural production, not more agri- 
cultural production. ' Worst of all, 
t has sapped the energies and 
ambitions of the people. There can 
never be pi-ogress in a state where 
ndividual opportunity, initiative 
and enterprise are discouraged, and 
the government does all the thuik- 
ng.
